Reasons for Allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Pariza (USPN 6268845) teaches a monitor controller, and a "Universal serial bus", (USB) 
controller for adjusting monitor attributes in a way desired, and for communicating with the base 
system respectively. Pariza also teaches a USB hub/peripheral controller providing a 
communication link via the USB, and discloses a universal host control driver, UHCD.SYS as 
well as data structures which are built in memory that contain all the necessary information to 
provide end to end communication. 

Huppenthal et al. (USPN 6339819) teaches a computer system with electrically erasable 
programmable ROMs which can be updated to perform new functions. 

In regards to claim 1, none of the cited prior art teaches a device installed in the monitor 
including a detecting device electrically coupled to the USB for the purpose of detecting & 
outputting a recording command, "starting device" electrically coupled o the detecting device 
for receiving as well as transmitting data, "ROM recording command decoder" for conversion 
purposes, a ROM electrically connected to "ROM recording command decoder" which can be 
updated according to the address signal, the data signal & erase/read/write signal, and a 
"recovery device" electrically coupled to the ROM recording command decoder and the starting 
device for the purpose of determining whether the data stored in the ROM are updated properly.

In regards to claims 13 and 28 (claim 28 is renumbered as claim 25), none of the prior art 
teaches a system for updating the function of a monitor, the system including a recording device 
used for storing and outputting a recording command and recorded data such that the USB signal 
lines are electrically coupled to the device lines, and the system also including a monitor 
controller having a monitor in-system programming memory electrically coupled to the USB 
lines such that the monitor controller is modified according to the recording command and the 
recorded data.
